Palestinian girl dies 
“as unrest continues

A 15-year-old Palestinian girl shot 
in the head by troops on Tuesday 
during a large clash at the West 
Bank village of Kafr a-Dik died yes- 
terday of her wounds, military and 
Palestinian sources said.

PHILADELPHIA(Reuter) — The 
landslide victory of Michael Duka- 
kis over Black leader Jesse Jackson 
in Pennsylvania makes the Massa- 
chusetts or virtually unstop- 
pablein the fight for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

“The race is over,” said former 


Philadelphia mayor William Green. 
“Michael Dukakis will now be the 
Democratic nominee.” 

On the Republican side in Penn- 
sylvania, Vice President George 
Bush easily clinched the party’s 
presidential nomination by winning 
the state. 

The 54-year-old Dukakis goes 
into primaries next week in Obio 
and Indiana as the odds-on favougite 


be Dukakis's best choice as vice 
presidential candidate. 

Twenty-two chose Nunn, with 
five favouring Senator Albert Gore 
of Tennessee who quit the nomina- 
tion race last Thursday. None 
named Jackson.

Israel’s ‘007’ squashes 
poisoned grapefruit fears 


ROME ~ “The grapefruit affair has 
been very much exaggerated,” said 
Dr. Israel Adato, a chemist sent to 
Rome yesterday on behalf of the 
Isracli Agricultural Ministry’s plant 
protection department. 
This was Adato second consulta- 
tion in Italy. “007” - as the Italian 


- media has dubbed him -- also came 


to the rescue in 1978 when mercury 
was found here in Israeli oranges. 

According to Adato, it was im- 
possible to inject lethal quantities of 
poison into fruit, especially grape- 
fruits. “The reason is very simple,” 
he said. “The cellular structure of 
the fruit rejects the liquid and 
squirts it out again. 

However, he added, “‘it is a fact 


that a blue substance was found in- 


Side some grapefruits and it was not 


a mould.” He noted that the con- 
taminated grapefruits had been 
packaged in Italy not Israel and 
marked “Jaffa PQ” whereas non- 
contaminated fruit in the same ship- 
ment were marked “Jaffa Israel”. 
He was not sure, therefore, that the 
blue stained grapefruit came from 
Israel. 

Italy’s health minister, Carlo 
Donat-Cattin, said in the evening 
TV news that only some of the mice 
fed with contaminated grapefruits 
died, while others survived and a 
mouse that had eaten “good" grape- 
fruits had also died. Nevertheless, 
further analysis were necessary be- 
fore the national] ban on grapefruits 
could be lifted.

BRUSSELS - Three Economic 
Community member states, Italy, 
Greece and Spain, have expressed 
reservations over a scheduled meet- 
ing of the EC-Israel Ministerial Co- 
operation Council because of the 
situation in the administered territo- 
ries, according to diplomatic sources 

in Luxembourg. 

The meeting between the 12 EC 
ministers and Foreign Minister 
Peres is scheduled for May 24 in 
order to review the functioning of 
the trade and financial agreement 
between the two sides. But, ‘accord- 
ing to the sources, the three coun- 
tires want the council to discuss 
more political matters, such as the 
situation in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, the problem of Palestinian ex- 
ports to the EC, the question of an 
international Mideast peace confer- 
ence and the assassination of the 
PLO’s number two, Abu Jihad. 

The EC countries want to avoid 
the situation that occurred on Mon- 
day when Turkey at the last minute 
cancelled a meeting with the EC 
because it heard that the problem of 
Cyprus was also to be discussed. 

Diplomatic sources in Luxem- 
bourg said West German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
would inform the Israeli govern- 
ment that political questions were 
on the agenda of the May talks. “If 
Israel agrees, then the cooperation 
council is to meet as scheduled,” the 
sources said.

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
confirmed yesterday that Jews in- 
tending to emigrate to Israel from 
-the Soviet Union will soon be forced 
to pick up their exit visas in Bucha- 
rest and to fly from there directly to 
Israel. 

The spokesman said that the Sovi- 


' et Union has raised no objections to 


the new scheme, which, in effect, 
will prevent Soviet Jews who have 
no relatives in the West -- and who 
do not wish to come here -- from 
leaving the Soviet Union. 

The rules had been changed, he 
said, following a recent modification 
of Soviet emigration procedures 
which now allow Jews to travel to 
any country if they are invited by 
relatives there. 

Until the new procedures come 
into force, the Dutch Embassy in 
Moscow will continue to issue visas 
for Jews, who can use them to travel 
to Vienna and from there to the 
West. 

The new regulations are meant to 
eliminate the “‘drop out™ of Soviet 
Jews granted exit visas for Israel. 
Only 20 per cent of the 8,000 Jews 
who were granted exit visas to Israel 
this year came here.

MOSCOW (Reuter) — A Soviet 
newspaper indicated yesterday that 
some people in the army and in the 
Communist Party had promoted a 
document now formally condemned 
as a manifesto p: ἃ by enemies 
of Mikhail Gorbachev's reform pro- 
gramme. 

The document, vigorously de- 
fending the rule of Josef Stalin and 
published last month on the eve of a 
Gorbachev visit to Yugoslavia, 
raised a political storm and sparked 
speculation about a conflict within 
the Soviet leadership. 

Columnist Anatoly Strelyany ‘in 
the weekly Moscow News said that 
supporters of the manifesto had told 
him gleefully in March that it was 
being used as a basic ‘text in the 
party's political education network 
and was being reprinted in army 
newspapers. 
Strelyany's-revelations confirmed 


unofficial reports that the docu- 
ment, originally printed in the party 
central committee newspaper So- 
vietskaya Rossiya in the guise of a 
letter from a Leningrad lecturer, 
had been circulated widely. 

Three weeks after its publication, 
which led many Gorbachev backers 
to fear he could have lost control in 
the Kremlin, the party daily Pravda 
denounced it as “an ideological plat- 
form and manifesto” for opponents 
of his reforms. 

Soviet commentators supporting 
the Kremlin leader now argue that 
the article was intended to provide a 
rallying point for conservative 
forces in advance of a party confer- 
ence in late June called to approve 
radical political reforms. 

Some Soviet intellectuals and for- 
eign writers on Soviet affairs see 
Kremlin number two and ideologi- 
cal chief Yegor Ligachev as linked 


to the conservatives and some have 
suggested he approved the Soviets- 
kaya Rossiya document. 

But last week Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze, a member of 
the party's ruling politburo, denied 
there was any conflict between Gor- 
bachev and Ligachev, who appeared 
smiling together in public at a Krem- 
lin rally on April 23. 

Since the denunciation of the arti- 
cle by Pravda, there has been a new 
flood of articles in Soviet newspa- 
pers and journals denouncing Stalin 
and his rule, including fresh revela- 
tions of the extent of his destruction 
of the Red Army. 

Soviet commentators have also 
produced several analyses of the op- 
position to “perestroika”, Gorba- 
chev’s programme to reshape Soviet 
society, which clearly threatens the 
position of hard-line ideologues and 
bureaucrats.

I have tried it myself and 
found that cats really dislike the 
smell. I once crushed some ruc 
leaves and then offered my hand to 
be sniffed by my cat, who immedi- 
ately hissed at me and then treated 
me like a walking cat repellent the

Some years ago, the income tax authorities discontin- 
ued the practice of accepting balance sheets in English 
unless the shareholders of the company concerned were 
foreign. This, of course, followed a period of many years 
during which the authorities accepted such balance 
sheets despite the fact that in many instances tax inspec- 
tors were not equipped to deal with them. 

Recently, the tax authorities have raised the problem 
again at a meeting with the Israel Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants. At the meeting, the tax authorities 
reiterated their principle that generally financial reports 
are to be submitted in Hebrew or Arabic, these being 
the official Janguages of the state. However, the tax 
authorities are aware that in certain instances -- where 
the shareholders are foreign, the shares of the compa- 
nies concemed are traded on overseas stock exchanges, 
-or are companies associated with overseas corporations 
— that financial statements will, in fact, be published in 


The tax authorities are aware 
that in certain instances fi- 
nancial statements will, in 
fact, be published in English. 


In many instances the requirement to produce them in 
Hebrew as well may necessitate substantial additional 
expense. Therefore, if a company does submit its finan- 
cial statements in English and the particular tax office 
serving it does have staff who are able to examine the 

rts, then no demand will be made to submit an 
additional statement translated into Hebrew. 

The Institute of CPAs on its part will recommend to 
its members that wherever possible financial statements 
should be produced in Hebrew and, if produced in 
English, this will be arranged beforehand together with 
the particular tax office. When a CPA does arrange this 
with the particular tax office and makes sure this is a 
member of the staff to read the financial statements, 
then the requirement to submit translated financial 
statements will be waived.

While on the matter of sumitting tax returns. it should 
be.noted that the tax authorities are in the process of 
distributing ἃ large number of demands for asset decia- 
rations (harzharet hon). Taxpayers should pay careful 
attention to the date of receipt of the demand as these 
declarations must be submitted within 120 days of re- 
ceipt -- so do not be negligent. 

Assessment by Agreement : 

Internal procedures of the Value-added tax and in- 
come tax authorities enable either one to reach agrec- 
ment with the taxpayer as to his final tax assessment that 
is binding on the other, provided that the taxpayer has 
given consent to such arrangement. Taxpayers should 
bear in mind that certain iteras are covered differently 
under the laws, such as taxable income. tax-free income, 
deductible expenses and such like.

$3.075 billion in 1987, up 23% from 
sales of $2.5b. in 1986. 


Diamond sales, which slumped in |- 


the early 1980s, jumped even 
though De Beers cut supply after 
the October 19 stock market crash, 
Dickson said. 

“We carried that cautious policy 
through the early part of 1988. We 
reacted very quickly. What we 
wouldn't want to do is sell diamonds 
that the market couldn't absorb.” 
Jewelry sales generally were strong 
at Christmas, he added. 

“The mood is optimistic and we 
would look forward to 1988 being a 
good year,” said Dickson, who de- 
clined to provide a forecast. 

De Beers holds about 10 “sights” 
- or sales — for international dia- 
mond dealers a year, Dickson said. 

Most of the world’s diamonds are 
industrial diamonds, used primarily 
for drilling because they are so hard.

IT WAS VERY clever of Herut’s Michael Dekel, a deputy 

“defence minister, to try to preempt by a few hours yesterday 
the publication of the army’s final report on the tragic events in 
the Arab village of Beita, three weeks ago. And to try to 
deflect public attention in advance from what most everybody 
expected to be the army's verdict on the untrue demagogic 
version of the events propagated for days by some settler 
spokesmen in Judea and Samaria and by their political patrons 
on the Right, from the Likud all the way through the NRP and 
Tehiya to Kach. 

When the clamour arose from the Right for the utter extir- 
pation of Beita, it was not triggered by the mere stoning of a 
group of innocent young hikers from Elon Moreh by villagers 
from Beita. The stoning itself was bad enough, but it was the 
murder of 16-year old Tirza Porat. presumably from an Arab 
stone hurled at her head, that occasioned the cries for ven- 
geance by the likes of Avrabam Sharir, the justice minister, 
and Zevulun Hammer, the minister for religious affairs. 

Now the army has made it official that Tirza was most 
probably killed inadvertantly by Romam Aldubi, one of the 
hikers’ own two security guards, as a stone hit and disabled 
him. It also, in effect, gives the lie to the carefully fabricated 
alternative settler versions, that Tirza was killed by an Arab 
wielding a Kalachnikov from a Beita rooftop, or at least by an 
Arab using the M-16 snatched away from Aldubi. 

When the army first hesitantly cast doubt on the veracity of 
either of these two versions, all hell broke loose on the Right. 
[τ was as though the IDF chief of staff, Dan Shomron, had 
committed sacrilege by confining himself to a statement of the 
facts as they began to emerge. Tehiya’s Geula Cohen spoke for 
more super-patriots than are members of her own party when 
she screamed for the chief of staff's resignation. 

The army report does not spare the assaulting Arabs. It 
places the major responsibility for the Beita events, which 
included the killing of two Arabs by Aldubi, on “the motiva- 
tion and aggressiveness” of the Arabs themselves. It also 
observes that matters would not have come to the pass they did 
if the hike organizers had bothered to coordinate their plans 
with the army. 

What, then. remains of the blood-bespattered flag that the 
“national camp” started so enthusiastically to wave right after 
Beita? Nothing but an ugly memory. Which is precisely why 
Mr. Dekel is now so eager to change the subject. What 
actually happened at Beita is, come to think of it, a matter of 
little consequence, says he. A matter of great consequence, on 
the other hand, he says, is that there are parts of the homeland 
where Jews cannot now travel at will without fearing 
molestation. 

For some reason, Mr. Dekel does not spel! out his solution 
to the problem he states. But if memory serves, the deputy 
defence minister's most recent solution to the overall Palestin- 
ian shana has been a scheme for an internationally financed 

‘voluntary transfer” of Palestinians out of Israel’s sight entire- 
ly. For such humane concer, Mr. Dekel and his like ay nt- 
ly believe they would be received round the world with flow- 
ers. 


The case for openness 


TO ERR IS human, and so is to fail; and so too is to refuse to 
admit to having erred or failed. 

But whereas this may be forgivable in ordinary folks, the 
proneness of bureaucracies, both civilian and military, to deny 
and even bury their errors and failures is a distinct threat to the 
common weal. A society that allows its public servants to 
shield it from the truth about their errors and failures is on its 
way to trouble. Sooner or later it won't believe them and will 
start crying out for more openness. 

One recent instance of official Israeli concealment of official 
error and failure turns out to be related to the deadly terrorist 
attack on the ‘mothers’ bus” that travelled from Beersheba to 

.Dimona the morning of March 7. The hijacking of the bus by 
three Fatah killers in a Renault army sedan they had comman- 
deered, and the killing by them later of three among the bus 
passengers, were due in no smail measure to the failure of the 
Negev police to catch the intruders in time. 

What was the cause of the failure ? That question promptly 
became the subject of heated speculation around the country. 

The explanation offered at the time by the minister of 
police, Haim Bar-Lev,: seemed plausible enough, but not 
entirely satisfactory. The policemen who had taken chase after 
the terrorists, so Mr. Bar-Lev explained, had been anxious not 
to fire at the Renault and, inadvertently, hit Israelis who might 
already have been taken hostage by the terrorists; or even 
Israelis travelling the Beersheba-Dimona highway in their own 
cars. That, presumably, was also why the terrorists driving the 
Renault had managed to get unscathed through a police 
roadblock as it was being set up. But was it, really ? 

On Tuesday, at a meeting of the Knesset Interior Commit- 
tee, the police inspector general, David Kraus, finally revealed 
the truth. The three policemen at the roadblock, he conceded, 
had been so ineffective because one of them did not have his 
gun drawn, another tried to fire but his gun jammed, and the 
third fired at the car but failed to hit the tyres. That was the 
authentic version of the sorry event. 

Now such mishaps, however deplorable they may be, will 
happen even to trained policemen in this imperfect world. It 
would not have been any humiliation to the police force, nor to 
Israel as a state, to admit from the start that a mishap had 
happened. But the military censor, a usually sane institution, 
performing a necessary job, must have reasoned that admis- 
sion would not be in the national interest. i ᾿ 

The truth might 56}} have been kept secret from the public 
were it not for relentless prodding during the past two, weeks 
by that inveterate gadfly, MK Mordechai Virshubsky, who 
had got wind of the facts, and for a court challenge by the 
newspaper Hadashot. Ordered by the High Court of Justice to 


the face of it, an ordinary tale of human error and failure, the 
military censor chose to yield. It was the wisest decision he had 
taken in the affair. 

For whether the failure to block and seize the terrorists on 
their way north was an inexcusable police blunder, as Mr. 
Virshubsky insists, or just one of those accidents, as Mr. Kraus 
contends, it surely was not in the category of a military secret. 
Shielding it from public view could only be a disservice to the 
police.

“How can we understand,” they re- 
peatedly ask, “how the Jews who 
suffered at the hands of the Nazis 


the “inferior race.” In Israel, no 
Arab would be shot (front or back), 
no Arab bones would be broken, if 
the country were not infested with 


terrorist groups supported by a large 
proportion of the population intent 
on the destruction of the Jewish 
State and on the murder of its pri- 
vate citizens. 

British commentators, and many 
Israelis, too, require only two words 
to resolve the problem: political so- 
Jution. Not by force can order be 
restored, but only by a political solu- 
tion. When no political solution is 
forthcoming, Israel is to blame. 

An alternative “‘abracadabra” to 
the “political solution” is the “peace 
process.” The good Jews, Peres and
